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Elba W&E board votes to drill new water well

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board faced a problem Monday 
evening, Sept. 8, but accepted 
their responsibility. and voted to 
proceed .with drilling a new 
water well to replace the now 
closed down well at the river 
bridge. 

That well was first put into 
use in 1961 and was supplying 
an average of 200,000 gallons a

The 
emergency pump operates eight 
to nine hours a day to meet this 
need at a cost of $11,000 plus 
diesel fuel ever 48 hours of op- 
eration. 


A less expensive alternative 
is the recent purchase of an 
electrical pump, The total cost 
of this purchase will be 
$23,000, which includes the 
necessary hoses and'electrical 
connections. It should: ‘be 
shipped and in operation within 
the next three weeks. 

Water Superintendent Dennis 
Coleman estimates the ne 
well will ‘cost somewhere be- 
tween $200,000 and $250,000, 
based on éstimates from one 
well drilling firm. Other esti-

Hunting fines increase across 
the state and add jail time 


By David Rainer 


Those people who are accus- 
tomed to a slap‘on the wrist for 
violating game and fish laws in 
Alabama will be in for a rude 
awakening should they run 
afoul of Conservation Enforce- 
ment Officers this fall. 

The Alabama Legislature 
passed House Bill 677 last ses- 
sion, Which. significantly in- 
creases the fines and penalties 
for a variety of game and fish 
laws. and should provide a de- 
terrent to those who feel they 
are above the law. 

The new legislation increases 
fines and adds the possibility of 
jail time and the loss of hunting 
privileges to several violations. 

The 


$2,000, Now, someone con- 
victed of that violation faces a 


fine of $2,000 to $3,000 with | 


up to six months in jail and a 
revocation of all hunting privi- 
leges for three years. 

The minimum fine for hunt 
ing without permission .was. 


$250. Now those convicted of 
that violation face a fine of” 
$1,000 and, at the discretion of 
the court, a revocation of hunt-— 
ing privileges for one year. 
Upon conviction for a second) 


offense, the fine increases to 
$2,000 with 10 to 30 days in jail 
and a one-year revocation of all 
hunting privileges. 

The minimum fine for hunt- 
ing from a public road was 
$250. Now, the minimum fine 
is increased to $1,000 for the 
first offense. The second of- 
fense carries penalties of a 
$2,000 fine and a revocation of 
all hunting privileges for one 
year.
